NINETEENTH  ANNUAL   MEETING. 


Beaufort,  N.  C,  June  26,  1873. 

The  19th  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina 
Railroad  Company  was  held  at  Beaufort,   N.  C,  Thursday  June  26th,  1873. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  12  o'clock  noon  by  E.  R.  Stanly,  Esq.,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Company. 

On  motion  of  Geo.  W.  Nason,  Jr.,  Major  J.  Turner  Morehead  was  called  to  the 
Chair. 

On  motion,  Geo.  W.  Nason,  Jr.,  was  elected  Secretary,  and  Seth  M.  Carpenter 
Assistant  Secretary. 

The  committee  to  verify  proxies  reported  progress,  and  also  their  ability  to 
make  final  report  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  after  which  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet 
at  2£  o'clock. 

AFTEKNOON    SESSION. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  Major  J.  Turner  Morehead' 

On  motion  of  B.  L.  Perry,  Esq.,  the  temporary  officers  were  declared  permanent 
officers  of  the  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Proxies  reported  that  16,648  shares  were  represented  in  per- 
son and  by  proxy,  which  number  being  a  majority  of  all  the  stock,  the  Chairman 
declared  the  meeting  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

The  annual  report  of  the  President  was  then  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
meeting,  and  unanimously  adopted;  after  which  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee  through  its  Chairman,  Col.  J.  L.  Morehead,  was  read  and  adopted. 

L.  J.  Moore,  Esq.,  State's  Proxy,  announced  the  following  named  gentlemen 
as  appointed  directors  by  the  Governor  on  the  part  of  the  State: 

Edward  R.  Stanly,  Chas.  R.  Thomas,  Richard  W.  King,  Rob't  F.  Lehman, 
Isaac  Ramsey,  Wm.  B.  Duncan,  Charles  H.  Harper,  Anthony  Davis. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Thomas  the  meeting  proceeded  to  the  election  of  four  di- 
rectors on  the  part  of  the  private  Stockholders. 

The  Chair  announced  Thomas  Powers  and  John  Patterson  as  tellers  to  receive 
the  vote.     Whole  number  of  votes  cast  1,301.     The  election  resulted  as  follows:

Messrs.  Morehead,  Perry,  Faircloth  and  Arendall  were  declared  duly  elected. 

On  motion,  John  Patterson,  Thomas  Powers  and  James  M.  Parrott  were  re-ap- 
pointed as  a  committee  on  Finance  on  behalf  of  the  Stockholders  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Goldsboro,  New-Berne,  Morehead  and  Beaufort  were  suggested  as  the  proper 
place  forholdiog  the  next  annual  meeting.  It  was  decided  upon  in  favor  of 
New-Berne. 

On  motion,  B.  F.  Parrott,  Rob't  C.  Kehoe  and  John  Hutchinson  were  appointed 
a  committeeto  verify  proxies  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  L.  .  Moore,  Esq.,  State's  proxy, 
to  wit: 


PROCEEDINGS. 

Resolved,  That  until  the  Atlantic;  and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  shall  declare  a  divi- 
dend of  at  least  4  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company  it  shall  not  be  allowa- 
ble for  any  Director  or  other  officer  of  said  Company,  except  in  cases  of  nmistakable  charity,  to 
give  a  free  pass  to  any  one  on  said  road,  unless  said  pass  has  endorsed  upon  it  the  name  of  the 
President  of  the  Company  in  his  own  hand-writing. 

Resolved,  That  if  any  Conductor  on  a  train  belonging  tosaid  Company  shall  pass  any  person  on 
a  free  ticket  or  pass,  which  does  not  have  the  President's  name  endorsed  thereon  as  provided 
in  the  foregoing  resolution,  he  shall  be  forthwith  discharged  from  the  service  of  the  Company. 

Resolved,  That  any  Conductor  who  shall  pass  any  person  free  over  said  Road  upon  the  verbal 
order  of  any  Director  or  other  officer  of  the  Company,  except  the  President,  shall  be  subject  to 
dismissal  and  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the  Company,  as  soon  as  his  offence  is 
known  to  the  President  of  the  Company,  whoseduty  it  shall  be  to  enforce  the  penalty. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Conductor  to  keep  an  accurate  statement,  or  memo- 
randum, in  writing,  of  every  free  pass  presented  to  and  accepted  by  him,  with  the  name  of  the 
person,  or  party,  to  whom  it  is  issued,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  Director  or  other  officer  by 
whom  it  has  been  issued,  and  to  make  due  return  thereof  at  the  end  of  each  month  to  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Company,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  publish  said  statement  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Stockholders. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July  1873. 
Hon.  C.  K.  Thomas  moved  to  strike  out  ail  after  the   word  "Resolved"  in   the 
first  resolution  and  insert  the  following  words,  to  wit: 

That  no  person  shall  pass  free  over  this  road  unless  authorized  by  the  By  Laws  of  the  Com- 
pany or  resolution  of  the  StocKholders  in  general  meeting  or  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. Provided,  that  the  President  may  pass  the  officers  aud  employees  of  this  Company,  the 
officers  and  employees  of  certain  Railroad  Companies  Telegraph,  Express  and  Steamship  Compa- 
nies, which  reciprocate  similar  courtesies  with  his  Company.  All  free  passes  shall  be  signed  by 
the  President. 

A  stock  vote  having  been  called  for,  the  substitute  in  the  nature  of  an  amend- 
ment was  unanimously  adopted,  find  the  resolution  asamended  was  also  unani- 
mously adopted  by  a  stock  vote. 

After  which  the  Hon.  C.  R.  Thomas  arose  and  made  extended  and  forcible  re- 
marks upon  the  past,  present  and  future  condition  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Caroli- 
na Railroad;  he  compared  the  present  condition  with  what  it  mightbe  if  all 
would  unite  and  work  in  harmony  for  the  best  interests  of  the  greatest  number 
of  our  people;  he  urged  upon  the  Stockholders  as  well  as  all  others  the  great  ne- 
cessity and  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  road  being  extended  to  Fayetteville, 
Salisbury  and  ultimately  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion in  relation  to  the  extension  of  the  road,  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company  that  their  line  of  road  should  extend  from  Goldsboro  into  and  through  the  State;  that 
such  extension  is  important  not  only  to  the  future  success  oi  the  Company  but  to  the  section 
through  which  it  operates  and  to  the  State  at  large;  and,  that  they  should  use  every  available 
means  and  co-operate  with  the  Midland  North  Carolina  Railway  Company  or  other  Company  to 
secure  such  extension. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Geo.  K.  Bagby  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Reoolved,  That  all  Stockholders  attending  this  meetingmay  have  until  Saturday,  5th  of  July,  to 
return  home. 

Col.  J.  L.  Morehead,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annunl 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  By-Laws  sub-mitted  a  series  of  By-Laws 
which  had  been  unanimously  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  which 
after  being  read,  were  adoptedby  the  meeting  in  lieu  of  all  other  By-Laws  here- 
tofore in  force. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Duncan  it  wasrordered  that  (500)  five  hundred  copies 
of  the  annual  reports  together  with  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  this  meeting 
be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Stockholders. 

On  motion  of  R.  W.  King,  Esq.,  the  thanks  of  this  body  were  tendered  to  the 
officers  of  this  meeting  for  the  able  manner  in  which  they  have  conducted  its 
proceedings. 

On  motion  of  Robert  C.  Kehoe  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  were  also  tendered  to 
£>.  R.  Street,  Esq.,    for  his  assistance  and   courtesy  in  providing  hall  and  con- 
veniences for  the  use  of  the  meeting.     After  which, 
On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned.

H-entlemen: — Your  Board  of  Directors  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  operations  of  your  Road. 
Receipts  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  May  31,  1873 $106,605.05 

Balance  on  hand   May  31,  1873 21,202.77 

Making %L27,807.82 

Disbursements  during  fiscal  year  ending  May  31,  1873. .      116,634.29 

Balance  on  hand  May  31,  1873 $11,173.53 

For  more  detailed  information  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  your 
Treasurer,  Master  Machinist,  Road  Master  and  Finance  Committee. 

The  receipts  of  the  Road  have  been  increased  over  eight  thousand 
dollars.  But  the  disbursements  were  likewise  increased,  owing  to 
the  purchase  of  new  rolling  stock,  the  building  of  a  pivot  bridge 
across  the  Neuse  River,  and  the  necessity  for  extra  repairs  of  Ma- 
chinery, and  the  payment  by  compromise  and  by  suits  of  old  debts. 

We  are  gratified  to  state  that  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Com- 
pany does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $210,000,  which  sum  includes  the 
mortgage  debt  of  $200,000;  and  we  believe  that,  with  ordinary  suc- 
cess, at  the  end  ot  the  next  fiscal  year,  your  Company  will  owe 
the  mortgage  debt. 

I  have  already  given  notice  to  the  holders  of  the  mortgage  bonds 
that  the  coupons  due  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1873,  will  be  paid  at  the 
Fulton  National  Bank,  New  York,  when  due. 

The  Treasurer,  Master  Machinist,  Road  Master  and  othei  officers, 
and  the  employees,  have  performed  their  respective  duties  satisfacto-

rily,  and  they  all  have  manifested  a  commendable  interest  in  the  suc- 
cess of  the  operations  of  the  Road. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  express  our  regret  that  the  once  fair  pros- 
pect of  consolidation  of  this  Company  with  the  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Compay  has  been  partially,  if  not  totally,  destroyed  by  the  late 
unfortunate  lease  made  by  the  latter  Company  of  their  road  to  a  cor- 
poration beyond  and  foreign  to  the  State,  if  not  prejudicial  to  her 
entire  interest.  But  we  still  hope  for  some  means  through  the  or- 
ganization, known  as  the  "Midland  Company,  or  some  other,  to  ex- 
tend the  line  of  this  road,  via  Fayetteville,  into  Central  and  Western 
North  Carolina,  and  so  to  realize  a  continuous,  unbroken  and  inde- 
pendent line  of  railway  from  our  seaboard  to  the  Tennessee  line. 

We  believe  that,  upon  the  realization  of  this  idea,  the  success  of 
our  Company,  of  the  section  of  North  Carolina  through  which  it 
operates,  and,  to  a  large  degree,  the  future  success  of  the  whole  State 
depends. 

This  Road  still  has  connection  with  Murray,  Ferris  &  Co.'s  line  of 
steamers  to  New  York,  both  from  New-Berne  and  Morehead  City,  of 
which  Geo.  W.  Dill  is  agent,  and  with  the  Baltimore  line  of  steamers 
from  each  place  to  Baltimore,  of  which  line  B.  L.  Perry  is  agent. 

By  these  lines  and  by  connecting  railway  lines  North,  very  good 
facilities  are  offered  for  transportation  generally,  and  especially  for 
the  products  of  truck  farms,  which  we  hope  to  see  increased  in  num- 
bers in  this  section  which  is  so  well  adapted  to  them. 

A  few  such  farms  have  already  been  successfully  and  profitably 
managed,  especially  near  the  sea  coast,  and  they  demonstrate  the  fact 
that  vegitables  can  be  grown  more  profitably  and  earlier  in  this  section 
than  in  any  other  section  of  the  State. 

The  Company  will  extend  every  reasonable  facility  for  transporta- 
tion, especially  for  such  products.

The  Committee  of  Finance  submit  the  following  report  as  required 
by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Company. 

They  have  made  quarterly  examinations  of  the  Books  and  vouchers 
of  the  Treasurer  for  the  fiscal  year  ending-  may  31st,  1873,  and  have 
found  them  carefully  kept,  and  all  disbursements  evidenced  by  prop- 
per  vouchers. 

By  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  Report  you  will  perceive   that   the 

Earnings  for  the  fiscal  year  were  : $106,605.05 

Operating  Expenses  were  about  : 82,634.00 

Nett  earnings $23,971.05 

Increase  of  earnings  over   previous   year: 8,361.35 

Disbursements  for  the  fiscal  year  were  : $116,634.29 

Increased  disbursements  over  previous   year: 22,155.70 

Expenditures  over  receipts  for  fiscal  year  : 10,029.24 

Balance  on  hand  May  31st,  1872  : $21,202.77 

Earnings  for  fiscal  year 106,605.05 

Total  to  be  accounted   for $127,807.82 

Disbursments  during  fiscal   year 116,634.29 

Showing  balance  on  hand  May  31st,   1873 $11,173.53 

In    this    amount  is   included  the    old    claims  for  money 
deposited     by    former     Treasurer,    in    the   Bank  of 
S.  T.  Jones  &  Co.,  and  which  is  still  unpaid  and  in 
suit,  of 4,671.25 

Leaving  cash  in  hands  of   Treasurer $6,502.28 

The  increased  expenditure  of  the  Road  during  the  year  is  accounted 
for,  in  the  improved  condition  of  the  rolling  stock  on  hand,  and  the 
purchase  of  new  rolling  stock  to  the  amount  of  $12,026.24  ;  for  Draw 
in  Neuse  River  Bridge  and  other  extraordinary  expenses  $5,372.90  ; 
for  amount  paid  on  old  debts  $833.10  ;  paid  for  increase  in  cost  of 
wood  $3,675.10. 

We  find  still  on  the  books,  a  claim  against  the  Government  of 
$7,124.87,  which  is  disputed,  and  payment  withheld.  Your  Com- 
mittee would  again  recommend  a  settlement    or  compromise   of     the

same.  The  floating  debt  of  the  Company  is  believed  to  be  not 
exceeding  $10,000. 

Your  committee  find  on  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  under  the  head 
of  "Liabilities,"  large  amounts  as  due  on  un-adjusted  Contractors' 
accounts  ;  on  open  and  Confederate  accounts,  &c,  all  or  very  nearly 
all  of  which  are  believed  to  be  settled,  and  are  not  properly  liabilities 
of  the  Company.  These  accounts  should  not  longer  remain  on  the 
books,  and  be  carried  from  year  to  year  in  the  Treasurer's  Reports, 
but  should  be  adjusted,  and  taken  off  the  same  ;  and  your  committee 
would  earnestly  recommend  this  to  be  done  without  delay. 

Appended  hereto  will  be  found  an  exhibit  of  the  amount  of 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  each  month  during  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Committee  take  pleasure  in  saying,  that  during  their  term  of 
service,  they  have  been  favored  by  the  several  officers  of  the  Company 
with  every  facility  for  discharging  the  duties  assigned  them.

ROAD    MASTER'S    REPORT. 

New-Bekne,   N.   0.,  May  31,   1873. 
Mr.  E.  R.  Stanly,  President  Atlantic  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Company: 

Sir: — The  road  bed  is  in  a  fair  condition,  though  not  as  good  as 
per  last  report,  owing  to  the  delay  in  filling  in  the  washed  places. 
We  have  had  a  severe  winter  and  hard  rains,  causing  the  bed  to 
wash  and  ditches  to  be  filled  up — placing  the  road  in  a  condition 
that  was  very  hard  to  keep  up  without  any  chance  for  improvement. 

There  is  need  of  more  ties  in  the  road,  as  we  have  only  been  able 
to  put  in  9,000,  during  the  past  year,  in  consequence  of  the  above. 
The  gravel  train  is  now  employed  in  ditching  and  filling  in.  I  am  in 
hopes  we  will  soon  have  the  bad  places  repaired  and  the  road  much 
improved.  i 

The  warehouse  platforms  and  water  tanks  are  all  in  good  order. 
We  have  built  a  new  tank  and  place  at  Croatan,  making  one  more 
water  station.  The  bridges  ;  11  need  repairs,  the  timber  is  now  being 
sawed  and  we  hope  soon  to  commence  the  work.  Bear  Creek  bridge 
was  washed  up  a  short  time  ago,  but  was  repaired  with  trestle  work, 
which  is  safe  until  a  new  bridge  can  be  built, 

I  would  also  state,  that  the  road  requires  about  150  tons  of  new 
iron,  which  should  be  purchased  at  once.  The  building  of  a  draw 
in  Neuse  ^ver  bridge  has  thrown  our  work  somewhat  behind. 

This  has  heen  the  hardest  year  upon  the  road  for  several  years 
past,  we  having  to  contend  with  severe  weather  and  a  great  deal  of 
water.  Yet,  I  do  not  think  we  can  complain  of  the  condition  when 
we  take  into  consideration  the  above.

MEETING  OF  THE  STOCKHOLDERS. 

1.  The  general  annual  meetings  of  the  Stock-holders  shall  be  held 
on  the  last  Thursday  of  June  in  each  and  every  year,  until  otherwise 
ordered. 

2.  The  President  or  any  five  Directors,  or  any  number  of  Stock- 
holders representing  one-third  of  the  individual  stock;  shall  have 
power  to  call  occasional  meetings  of  the  Stockholders  at  sue! i  time  and 
place  as  he  or  they  may  think  proper,  first  giving  twenty  days  notice 
thereof  in  two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  New-Berne. 

3.  At  least  ten  individual  Stockholders,  represented  either  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  and  holding  not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  stock 
subscribed  by  individuals  together  with  the  State  proxy,  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

4.  At  every  general  annual  meeting,  three  Stockholders  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairman,  who,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Company; 
shall  constitute  a  committee  to  verify  proxies  at  the  enduing  meeting, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  prepare  for  the  use  of 
such  committee,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  stockholders  entitled  to 
vote,  and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  as  also  the  number  of 
votes  to  which  each  may  be  entitled. 

5.  Notice  of  the  general  annual  meetings  of  the  Stockholders,  shall 
be  published  by  the  Secretary  at  least  twenty  days  previous  thereto, 
in  one  or  more  newspapers. 

G.  Tin' proceedings  of  the  Stockholders  at  all  their  meetings  si lall 
be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Company  in  a  well-bound  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  ;  and  he  shall  also,  keep  a  file  of  the  pub- 
lished proceedings. 

7.  Stockholders  of  this  Company,  having  first  obtained  a  Stock- 
holders ticket,  with  their  immediate  families  going  to,  and  returning 
from  the  meetings  of  the  Company,  may  travel  over  the  road  free  of 
charge  to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting. 
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DIRECTORS. 

1.  The  Directors  on  the  pairt  of  the  individual  Stockholders  shall 
be  elected  at  the  general  annual  meetings,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  general  annual  meeting,  and  on  failure  to  elect 
Directors  at  such  meeting,  the  President  and  Directors  then  in  office 
shall  continue  to  exercise  their  respective  offices  until  their  succesors 
shall  be  elected. 

2.  On  failure  of  the  Stockholders  to  elect  Directors  as  provided  by 
law,  the  Chairman  of  the  Stockholders  then  assembled,  shall  adjourn 
the  meeting  from  time  bo  time,  and  give  notice  thereof  until  a  proper 
meeting  can  be  held,  and  an  election  made,  and  on  failure  of  the 
Chairman,  from  any  cause,  to  adjourn  or  appoint  such  meeting  and 
give  the  necessary  notice,  the  acting  President  of  the  Company,  or 
any  two  acting  Directors  shall  make  the  call  and  give  the  necessary 
notice. 

3.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  two  months, 
at  New-Berne,  or  at  such  other  place  as  they  may  direct,  and  the 
President  shall  be  at  liberty  to  convene  the  Board  as  much  oftener 
as  the  interest  of  the  Company  may  require;. 

4.  The  Directors  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings;  shall 
have  power  to  establish  a  common  seal  with  suitable  devices,  and  to 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  ascertain  and  define  the  duties  of  the 
officers,  clerks  and  servants  of  the  Company,  and  direct  them  in  the 
performance  thereof,  and  to  dismiss  from  the  service  of  the  Company 
any  officer  or  agent,  clerk  or  servant,  whenever  in  their  opinion  the 
interest  of  the  Company  may  require. 

5.  The  Directors  shall  appoint  all  officers  or  agents  of  the  Company. 
Employees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  their  appointments 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  next  meeting 
thereafter  for  approval,  and  t  ;e  compensation  of  all  such  officers  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

6  Seven  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  each  Director  shall  receive  as  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  ($5)  five  dollars  for  each  day  he  may  be  so  en- 
gaged, with  the  privilege  of  the  road  for  himself  and  his  own 
immediate  family. 

7.  No  loan,  either  permanent  or  temporary,  shall  be  made  by  the 
President  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Company,  unless  authorized  or 
directed  by  at  least  seven  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

8.  No  Director  shall,  while  acting  as  such,  fill  any  office  in  the  gift 
of  the  Company,  nor  shall  any  Director  be  allowed  to  act  as  agent  or 
counsel  for  parties  having  claims  or  demands  to  be  passed  upon  by 
the  Board  of  Directors.  , 

PRESIDENT. 

1.  The  President  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot,  by  a  majority 
of  the  whole  Board  of  Directors,  and  out  of  their  number,  and  shall 
receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of  $2,500, 
over  and  above  his  necessary  travelling  expenses  incurred  by  order 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  on  business  of  the  Company. 

2.  The  President  shall  have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of 
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all  the  other  officers  of  the  Company,  and  shall  prescribe  their  duties, 
unless  otherwise  provided  for.  He  shall  carefully  examine  into  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  from  time  to  time  report  to  the 
Directors  all  and  any  matters  touching  the  interest  of  the  Company 
which  shall  come  to  his  knowledge.  He  may  at  any  time  when  the 
Board  is  not  in  session,  suspend  any  officer  or  dismiss  any  servant, 
but  at  the  next  meeting  he  shall  report  such  facts  and  the  reason  for 
so  doing. 

3.  The  President  shall  conduct  the  general  correspondence,  sign 
documents  in  the  name  of  the  Company,  keep  the  seal  of  corporation, 
and  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Directors,  shall  affix  the 
same  to  all  conveyances  and  other  instruments  to  which  the  attesta- 
tion of  the  seal  may  be  necessary,  and  keep  safely  the  bond  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  proper  accounts 
are  kept  by  all  the  subordinates,  and  reports  made  monthly  so  as  to 
show: 

1st.  Amount  of  temporary  or  permanent  loans  made. 

2nd.  Income  of  the  Road  from  freight,  passengers,  &c 

3rd.  Income  from  other  sources. 

4th.  Current  expenses  of  the  Road. 

5th.  Debts  paid  and  whether  old  or  new. 

6th.  Property  or  material  purchased. 

7th.  Property  and  other  material  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

8th.  Property  and  material  on  hand,  with  their  estimated  value. 

9th.  Property  and  material  lost  or  destroyed. 
10th.  Debts  contracted  or  outstanding. 

And  the  President  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  at  each 
regular  meeting,  who  shall  embody  the  substance  thereof  in  their 
annual  report  to  the  Stockholders. 

There  shall  also  be  reported  to  the  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  a 
list  of  the  persons  in  the  employment  of  the  Company,  stating  in 
distinct  columns,  the  names,  compensation  and  duty:  Provided, 
however,  that  the  names  of  the  hands  on  the  Road,  in  the  depots  and 
workshops,  and  upon  the  trains,  need  not  be  stated,  but  in  reg  ird  to 
them  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  mention  the  number  employed  for  e?tch 
purpose,  and  their  compensation. 

SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

1.  The  offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  combined  until 
the  Board  of  Directors  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  separate  them. 

2.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  also  be  appointed  annually 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  $40,000, 
with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  take  charge  of,  nnd 
safely  keep  all  the  monies  and  monied  securities  of  the  Company,  to 
disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  and  upon  the  warrants  of  the 
President,  and  to  take  proper  vouchers  for  such  disbursements.  He 
shall  deposit  all  monies  belonging  to  the  Company  over  and  above 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  in  such  bank  or  place  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  provided    they   see    fit   so    to 
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designate,  and  shall  render  to  the  President  a  monthly  account  of  all 
his  transactions,  and  also  an  annual  report  to  the  Stockholders. 

4.  He  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Stock- 
holders' meetings,  and  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  books,  deeds, 
official  bonds,  and  other  papers  of  the  corporation,  not  pertaining  to 
other  officers,  or  otherwise  provided  for. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  principal  book-keeper  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  shall  keep  all  the  individual  and  consolidated  accounts  of 
the  corporation,  and,  in  regard  to  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the 
Board,  he  shall  keep,  in  detail,  the  several  items  of  income  and 
expenditure,  so  as  to  show  the  amount  of  each. 

COMMITTEE  OF  FINANCE. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  five,  three 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Stockholders  at  each  annual 
meeting,  and  two  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  examine  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer,  the  books  of 
the  Secretary  and  other  officers,  every  three  months,  and  report  their 
condition  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  also  to  report  to  the 
general  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  such  facts  and  suggestions  as 
to  the  state  of  the  accounts  and  the  general  financial  condition  of  the 
Company  as  they  may  think  proper.  Any  three  of  this  Committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  That  the  members  of  such  Committee 
shall  each  receive  five  dollars  per  day  for  his  services  while  actually 
engaged  in  such  examination,  with  the  privilege  of  the  Road  for  his 
own  travel. 

REPORTS. 

The  Annual  reports  of  the  President  and  Directors,  of  the  Tras- 
urer,  and  Committee  of  Finance,  shall  be  prepared  and  published  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  as 
the  Stockholders  direct. 

PROXIES. 

1.  Proxies  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  parties,  and  may  be 
general  or  special,  and  none  but  a  Stockholder  shall  be  a  proxy. 

CONTRACTS. 

1.  Contracts  shall  be  made  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Directors  shall  prescribe,  and  when  signed  by  the  President,  shall  be. 
binding  on  the  Company,  either  with  or  without  the  seal  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

2.  No  contract  shall  be  considered  as  binding  on  the  Company, 
unless  ratified  or  approved  by  the   President  or   Board   of  Directors. 

3.  Neither  the  President  or  any  Director  or  any  other  officer  or 
employee  of  this  Company  shall  during  the  term  of  his  office,  or 
service  be  interested  either  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  matter  of 
contract  with  the  Company,  whereby  he  or  they  shall  or  may  derive 
any  pecuniary  benefit,,  and  any  one  who  shall  become  so  interested 
shall  forfeit  his  office  or  place.

TRANSFERS. 

1.  The  stock  shall  be  trasferred  either  in  person  or  by  attorney,  on 
the  books  of  the  Company,  to  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  for  that  pur-' 
pose,  which  book  shall  be  closed  on  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year, 
and  shall  continue  closed  until  after  each  general  meeting  of  the 
Stockholders.
